"To live alongside such a bewildering and 


commonwealth as California would take a good bit 
of courage of any State; to live next to California 
and to have the fewest inhabitants of any state in the 
Union and the greater part of one's domain sagebrush 
and hot, pink, recks is very embarrassing injeert.
